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T echnique is an essential 
factor in any sport, but 
in swimming it is especially 
important. One technique 
flaw can add valuable sec- 
onds to a competitive 
swimmer's time. To be a 
strong swimmer on the 
CHS Swim Team, you must 
have the desire to succeed 
and work hard at improv- 
ing your time. Taking a few 
seconds off your time is 
considered a huge improve- 
ment, even if you do not 
win the race.
